confidential clerk for the last eighteen 
years in the employ of Brown Bros., 
bankers, was arrested today. Chetwood 
is charged with being short in his ac- 
counts $12,000 in one item, and that there 
are other items showing shortages. 

Chetwood entered the firm's . employ 
twenty years ago as a messenger and 
for the last six years he had been re- 
ceiving teller. His salary was $3,000 a 
year and he had the confidence of the 
firm’ to such an extent that no bond was 
required from him. Most of the money 
taken was taken within the last six 
months. 

Chetwood was arraigned in police court 
and held in $5,000 bail for examination on 
Thursday. 

The following statement was made by 
Brown Bros.: 


“E. L. Chetwood has been in our em- 
plov for twentv years and for the last 
thirten years has been in our -receivifig 
teller department, first as assistant and 
then as receiving teller. When making 
an examination a-shortage of £3,000 in 
English money and $4,000 in Amefican 
money was discovered, the total amount 
taken by him, figuring the English mon- 
ey at current rates of exchange, being 
He immediately confessed 
taken the money and claimed to 
have at it in gdmbling and speculation.

Strikers Are Watching. 

When darkness fell this evening several 

thousand weary street car ‘strikers and 
sympathizers went to their.homes, but 
they were replaced by as many more, who 
took up: the vigil to prevent the United 
Traction’ men from running their electric 
cars with non-union men. 
‘ The darkness brought some confidence 
that there would be no attempt» before 
morning tO move cars, for two attempts 
made in broad daylight had brought. bieod- 
shed and riot on such a scale that the 
local police, assisted by scores, of depu- 
ties-and Pinkerton men, had been unable 
to quel] the disturbance. 

One man lilies in a hospital seriously 
wounded, one of the two cars the com- 
pany attempted to run is in the gutter of 
a-street nearly two blocks from the car 
house. wrecked. and the trolley wires are 
cut in several places. practically crippling 
the road. 

Near ‘the car houses are thotsgnds of 
men, women and children wrought -up to 
a-pitch of frenzy that bodes ill if the 
doors of the car houses open to jet’ out 
another car. 

Inside the carhouse. afraid even to look 
out: of the grated windows, are about 
seventy-five non-union men, whom the 
company expects to use in running the 
cars. Earlv this morning there were about 
150 of them, but by nightfall sixty-five 
had deserted and joined the ranks of the 
atrikers. The men claim that they were 
brought here under a misapprehensi® 
and that they pposed they were goinis 
to Philadelphia. 

Police are Powerless. 

This afternoon the police practically ad- 
mitted that they were powerless to take 
care of the large crowds on the street if 
cars were run and General Manager Mc- 
Namara immediately called upon General 
Oliver. in command of-the Third brigade. 
for protection. He said: 

“We intend to: run our cars if it takes 
the entire national:award of New York 
state to protect us.” : 

General Oliver issued ‘an ofder as- 
sembling at their armories tonight the 
Tenth battalion of Albany, comprising 
four companies of the national guard of 
infantry, and Th signal corps, mount-

The riot today was full of exciting fea- 
tures. At 10 o’clock two of the big car 
doors swung open and out came a closed 
car with. all the windows opened.

As the car swung 
around the curve there was a rush for it, 
but the crowd was driven back: The 
committee from the strikers was allowed 
to approach the men.

Washington, May 14—The monthly state- 
ment of imports and exports of the United 
States issued ,today by the bureau of sta- 
tistics shows’ that during April, 1901, the 
imports of merchandise amounted to $76,- 
780,982, of which $36,461,728 was free of duty. 
The whole amount is $1,000,000 in excess 
of the imports of April, 1900. 

The exports of domestic. merchandise 
during Apri] aggregates $120,780,590, an in- 
crease of $2,000,000. For the last ten months 
the total imports of merchandise were

Floor of Car Torn Up and Wheels 
Broken by Force of the Concus- 
sion—Passengers Bleed at 
‘the Nose — Window 
Panes Broken. 


Car No. 101, of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, was wrecked last night 
shortly after 6 o’clock near. the corner of. 
Magnolia streets by an 


Marietta and 
explosion of dynamite, the explosive be- 


ing placed on the track by an unknown 
person. The car was crowded at the 
time with passengers en route to their 
homes, and although they were consid- 
erably shaken and jolted, none of them 
were seriously injured. , That the accident 
resulted in- no more sattows damage was 
due to the amount of dynamite used, 
Had the quantity been greater the loss 
of life would have been terrible. 

As it was, the car was shattered and 
will have to undergo repairs at the shop. 
One of the front wheels was broken and 
the flanges knocked off, a large portion 
of the flooring of the car was torn frém 
its positon and the joints and frame of 
the car were shaken to such an extent 
that they were loosened. The iron rail 
on which the explosive was paced was 
also bent out of position by the violent 
downward explosion. 

Miss Lelia Hill, a young lady residing 
in Beliwood, was a passenger on the car 
and she narrowly ¢scaped being serious- 
ly injured. During the excitement and 
fright following the explosion she leaped 
from the moving car and fell upon the 
belgian block pavement. When assist- 
ance’ reached her it was found that she

The concussion was so sudden and 80 
violent ahd the shock so great that sev- 
eral of the passengers bled profusely at 
the nose. Beyond the fright sustained, 
this appears.to be the extent of the in- 
jury to the passengers. 

The accident occurred about twenty 
steps bélow the corner of Marietta and 
Magnolia streets. A horse attached to a 
wagon and belonging to 8S. T. Coffee was 
standing iust above the corner and the 
explosion knocked the animal to the pave- 
ment. This- will give some idea of the 
tremendous force of the concussion. 

There is a brick buildng located on each 
side of Marietta street at this point and 
glass in the windows in these buildings 
was shattered. The explosion also caugs- 
ed the earth for gdme distance to vi- 
brate. Dirt was swept from between the 
belgian blocks near where the dynamite 
was located. 

The explosion was of a most terrifié 
character and was heard in many seC- 
tions of the city, causing great excite- 
ment, Many persons thought that some 
immense boiler had exploded. Sergeant 
Martin, of the police department, was at 
the- corner of Peachtree street and Au- 
burn avenue when the explosion occurred 
and he reached the scene as quickly as 
possible. 

Reward for the Perpetrator. 

President E. Woodruff, of the company. 
etated last night that today he would’ 
offer a réward of between $100 and $200 
for evidence leading to the arrest of the 
person who placed the explosive on the 
track. The detective department is dili- 
gently at work on the case, but up to a 
late hour last night no clew to the nerpé- 
trator of the deed had been-found. Presi- 
dent Woodruff characterized the act as 
one of the most atrocious and outrageous 
ever brought to his attention. 

é Car Full cf Passengers. 

Car No, 101 was in charge of Motorman 
L. L. Stricklin and Conductor A. E. Nix 
and it left the corner of Marietta and 
Broad streets about 6 o'clock, filled with 
passengers, among the number being 
many.ladies.

Negroes in Charleston Make Serious 
Charges. 


Charleston, 8. C., May 14. _(Bpectal. )-- 
What was claimed to be the righhanded 
work of undergraduates, appointed by the 
board of health as special vaccinators, 
has brought up a redhot discussion in 
Charleston, but all semb‘ance of a scan- 
dal has been averted by the discharge of 
the young men.

One negro who 
was hurrying to get a burial certificate 
for a relative and who had already been 
vaccinated, was seized by a young doctor 
and his attendant and subsequent:y sent 
to jai] because he refused to allow his. arm 
to be scratched. It was reported to the 
authorities that some of the boys acting 
as physicians had seized negro women 
while dressed in their finery and it was 
even charged that the cluthes of the wo- 
men had been cut and torn so tnpat the 
operation might be the more easily accom- 
plished. When the trouble was brovght 
to the attention of the board of heaith 
the ‘‘doctors’” were immediately iired.

NO CONCLUSION REACHED 


Florida Legislature Proves a Draw- 
ing Card to the Large Crowd of 
Visitors Now in Tallahassee. 
Gallerizs Are Thronged 

~ with People. 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 14.—(Spec’al.)— 
The absorbing topic in the capitol and 
hotel lobbies all day has been heated and 
somewhat sensational fight over the bill 
introduced in the house by Representa- 
tive Williamson to abolish the charters 
of Tampa, East Tampa, West Tampa 
and Fort Brooke and incorvorate all of 
these towns into a greater Tama. The 
house committee on city and county or- 
ganization was in session until midnight 
last night. being, addressed by Hon. 
Thomas Palmer, of Tamna, president of 
the state senate, in favor of the annex- 
ation scheme, and by Hon. Hugh C. Mac¢ 
Farlane, a prominent lawyer and cap- 
italist of Tampa, in opposition. Again 
tonight the same committee is holding 
a lon~ session and the same gentlemen 
and others spoke. 

Senator «almer .s contending that 
Tampa is rrowing so fast these suburban 
towns must eventually be consolidated 
with it, and as they are enjoying all the 
advantages and improvements of a larger 
city they should be incorvorated and 
help pa~ the expenses and be themselves 
similarly improved. The most — start- 
ling feature of the fight is Colonel Mac- 
Farland’s bold and convincing presenta- 
tion of the case against consolidation. 
Colonel MacFarlane has himself practi- 
cally made West Tampa; having devoted 
large sums of money, time anc effort to 
developing this suburb, the present pop- 
ulation of which approximate- four thus- 
and. 

Colonel MacFarlane claims the consol- 
idation scheme is a clear case of confis- 
cation, »rompted by a desire of the Tam- 
pa delegation in the legislature.to gain 
political advantage therefrom, and is 
strenuously opposed by 90 ner cent of the 
~-~ulation in the towns proposed to be 
embraced in Greater Tampa. In_ great 
detail he explained the situation in. the 
territory interested and presented signed 
protests to the consolidation from about 
one thousand property owners affected. 

Crooked political trickery and corrupt 
motives were charged by Colonel Mac- 
Farlane against the supporters of the 
consolidation bill. Representative Wil- 
liamson is a member of the committee 
hearing the arguments and beveral sen- 
sational scenes occurred between 
Williamson and MacFarlane. The 
latter flatly denied several state- 
ments made bv Representative 
W.lliamson . and read .letters and 
telegrams from Williamson tending to 
prove that the representative had ‘com- 
pletely changed his attitude on the pnend- 
ing measure and violated all pledges 
therein. Wifliamson was evidently net- 
tled, but entered no denial to the charges. 

Matters of most general interest con- 
sidered by the legislature today were 
fights in the house over the compulsory 
vaccination bill desired by the «state 
board of health and the seven congres- 
sional redistricting bills which have been 
introduced. The compulsory vaccination 
bill excited lively discussion, being sup- 
ported br city members and opposed by 
country members. The measure was 
finally killed by indefinite postponement, 
vote 32 to 26. 

Of the congressional redistricting bills 
only two, Representative Broward’s and 
the bill which has vassed the senate, and 
which is practically indentical with the 
bill introduced by Representative Zew- 
adski,. will be seriously considered. Both 
make one district of counties west of 
Suwanee river. Broward’s bill proposes 
to divide the Florida peninsula by an east 
and west line, while the senate bill would 
divide the peninsula by north and south 
line for the other two districts. Both 
bills have developed strong support and 
the debate over them will be long and 
earnest. 

In the senate new bills were introduced 
to impose state and county license tax 
of $250 on merchants selling pistol car- 
tridges an to create a state industrial 
school at St. Petersburg. he senate 
passed bills to jprovide for the certifica- 
tion of teachers and provide for relief 
of aged teachers; to appropriate $5,000 
for a state exhibit at Buffalo exposition 
and $2,000 for the Charleston exposition 
exhibit; to provide for the appointment 
of a commisioner of fisheries and define 
his duties; to make it unlawful for em- 
ployers to discharge employees for voting 
or not voting in.a particular way at any 
election; to make it unlawful for employ- 
ers to discharge employees for -not trad- 
ing at a store or commissary designated 
bv employer; aiso passed a large number 
of local and special character bills.

To regulate sale of seed cotton so as to 
protect rightful owners; to authorize 
county commissioners to loan surplus 
money in one county fund to another 
county fund having deficit; to amend 
constitution limiting tax levy tor school 
purposes to five mills, pro~osing to raise 
maximum levy to seven mills.

SHAFTER HEADED PARADE 


| Behind the Weighty General There 
Marched 4,000 Troops—Whis- 
tles Screamed and Bells 
Pealei in Honor of 
President. 


San Francisco, May 14.—President Mc- 
Kinley made his official entry into this 
city, the objective pgint of his tour, late 
this afternoon. After being formaily wel- 
comed by Mayor J. D. Phelan he was 
driven through the principal streets, at- 


tended by military and naval escort, To- 


night he attended a public reception in 
the large nave of the Market street ferry 
depot. 

Early this morning President McKinley 
decided that owing to Mrs. McKinley’s 
illness, he would not visit Stanford uni- 
versity, as had been planned, but would 
limit himself to the day’s exercises in 
this city. 

At 2:40 o’clock this afternoon he met the 
train bringing the members of the cab- 
inet and others of his party, who had 
fulfilled the programme between San 
Jose and this city. President McKinley 
was then met by Mayor Phelan and for- 
mally received. The president, members 
of his cabinet, Mayor Phelan and the re- 
ception committee were then taken to the 
Third and Townsend street depot, where 
the military and naval escort was wait- 
ing. Long before the hour set for the 
presicent’s arrival Third street, from 
King to Harrison, was a solid mass of 
humanity. Within a few minutes of the 
set time the sound of a distant whistle 
signaled to the crowds in the southern 
part of the city that the president was 
approaching. Similar signals at intervals 
told of the progress of the pfésident’s 
train along the stretch of track between 
the Twenty-sixth street station and the 
Third street depot, and finally the clang- 
ing of the engine bell announced its 
presence in the railroad yards and hear 
the end of its journey. 


A Terrible Din. 


Then’ there was a terrible din. The 
whistles of the factories and machine 
shops of the neighborhood were turned 
hoose, bells of the yard engines were fu- 
riously run, thousands of voices joined in 
the noisy welcome to the city’s guests 
and a general movement among the thick- 
ly packed humanity in the streets added 
to the incident. , 

In a few minutes after the train ar- 
rived the procession was formed and the 
march up Third street was begun. In the 
rear of the platform of mounted police 


| and a battalion of policemen came Grand 


Marshal Warfield and his aids. Behind 
them were swung into line troop A, the 
Spectal escort of the president, closely 
followed by the veteran guard of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, who acted 
as a guard of honor for the battle flags 
of President McKinley's regiment. 

A second later President McKinléy, re- 
.Clining comfortably in his carriage, was 
in full view of the throng that had wait- 
ed so long to greet him. Accompanying 
him were Mayor Phelan and Irving M. 
Scott, the chairman of the citizens’ ex- 
ecutive committee. As the carriage was 
drawn out to the street and turned in 
line with the procession cheer after cheer 
rose from the multitude and was re- 
echoed along the narrow thoroughfares. 
With his face wreathed in a smile, Pres- 
ident McKinley gracefully raised his glos- 
Sy high hat and bowed in acknowledg- 
ment of the ovation. 

After the president’s carriage came 
those of his cabinet, Governor Nash, of 
Ohio, and staff and the Ohio congres- 
sional delegation. 

The long line of carriages was follawed 
by 4,000 troops, infantry, artillery and 
cavalry from the presidio, led by Gen- 
eral Shafter and 1,000 marines and sail- 
ors from the battleships Iowa, Philadel- 
phia and Wisconsin, under the command 
of Admiral Casey. , 

Vociferqus Welcome. ' 


From the moment the president emerg- 
ed from the depot the cheering was 
hearty, but as the long parade got under 
way its force seemed to be redoubled. 
Far up the line in advance of the van- 
guard the cry was caught up. Block 
after block, In succession, was soon faced 
with a surging mass, who broke into a 
vociferous welcome. 

Thousands of factory whistles were 
blowing in all parts of the city. The 
blasts of horns, the rattle of horses’ 


tread of thousands of feet and the tri- 
umphal strains of bands united with the 
voices of the people in bidding the presi- 
dent welcome. 

The line of march was handsomely dec- 
orated with flags, bunting and evergreens. 
At Van Ness avenue President McKinley 
reviewed the procession, after which he 
repaired to the Scott residenc for dinner. 

At 8 o’clock tonight he was driven to 
the ferry depot: In the large and hand- 
somely illuminated nave of the building 
the president received a vast crowd. 
Mayor Phelan delivered a brief address 
of welcome, to which President McKinley 
responded. 

Entering at one door @ the nave, the 
people passed down the hall to the south- 
ern end, where the president stood, sur- 
rounded by members of his cabinet and 
other prominent visitors. The president 
did not engage in handshaking, but bowed 
as the people passed, each saluting him 
with a small flag. 

At the Scott residence this evening it 
Was announced that Mrs. McKinley was 
some better than early in the day and 
that she was brighter and stronger than 


since her illness began. ;

THIRTY YEARS 1S ASKED 
TO PAY SUMS. DEMANDED 


Ten Million Annually Promised, 
but It Is Pointed Out That Gov- 
ernment Will Be Left 
Without Money for 
Expenses. 


Pekin, May 12.—The answer of China to 
the statement of the ministers of the for- 
eign powers as to the losses sustained by 
nations and individuals in China has 
been received. The answer cammences 
with an appeal to mercy, sayin~ that the 
country is impoverished. The answer 


explains that the utmost China can offer 
is 15,000,000 taels annually for the next 
thirty years. 

This amount will be derived as follows: 

“From salt, 10,000w0 taels; from the 
likin tax, 2,000,000 and from native cus- 
toms, 3,000,000." 

The communication further asserts that 
were this done it would leave the coun- 
try unable to meet the expenses of gov- 
ernment without assistance. It request- 
ed that the foreign customs be given to 
China for the ~urpose of government. 
The ministers refuse to discuss th‘ 1- 
swer until it has been considered by them 
in meeting. 

Annual Payment of $10,000,000. 

Washington, May 14.—A_ cablegram 
from Mr. Rockhill, special United States 
commissioner at Pekin, received at the 
State department: today, mentions the re- 
ceipt by the ministers or the response of 
the Chinese envoys to the ministers’. de- 
mands for indemnitv. The dispatch in- 
dicates briefly that the Chinese repre-- 
sent that an annual payment of $10,000,000 
is the full, extent of their power to pay 
on indemnity account. ” will take thir*-- 
years to discharge the debt at that rate, 
without interest. 

Mr. Rockhill makes no mention of the 
subject of interest, nor does he touch 
upon the means by which the money is 
to be raised by China, or say who is to 
guarantee a loan necessary to be made. 
It apnears that the Chinese fee] obliged 
to submit to the powers in this question 
of indemnity. as in all other things, and 
though realizing their inability to as- 
sume this indebtedness of 450,000,000 taels 
thev feel obliged to make the effort. Mr.

NOTICE TO DELINQUENTS 


Make Return. 


TO ENFORCE THE PENALTY 


Amount of Money Involved Is Es- 
timated at Nearly One Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars. 


Judge John R. Wilkinson, the ordinary, 
will formally begfn within -a few days 
the movement to secure returns from 
delinquent administrators, executors, 
guardians and trustees. There are near- 
ly 1,100 of these delinquents and Judge 
Wilkinson is now having notices pre- 
pared, which will be sent to all of those 
available, requesting them to make the 
necessary returns, 

The notices will contain the section of 
the state code requiring the returns and 
specifying the penalty for failure to com- 
ply with the law. The law stipulates 
that the returns must be in the office of 
the ordinary by July ist, and Judge 
Wilkinson stated yesterday afternoon 
that he intended to enforce the penalty 
on the delinquent not making returns by 
that date. 

The nature of the penalty is the dis- 
missal of the delinquents, which bars 
them from receiving any fee for their 
work ‘on the estates to which they were 
appointed. 

Judge Wilkinson has .been prosecuting 
the work of investigation into the records 
of his office for some time and he states 
that he has examined as far back as 
1862. The search was. rewarded by the 
discovery of about 1,050 delinquents. The 
amount of money involved in this num- 
ber has not vet been ascertained, but 
it is estimated that it will reach between 
$50,000 and $100,000. 

Judge Wilkinson, when questioned in 
reference to the matter yesterday after- 
noon, said: 

“The law specifies that administra- 
tors, executors, guardians and trustees 
shall make reports once every year of 
the estates of which they have charge, 
and the fact that such a large number 
are delinquent has placed the books and 
records of the office in an unsatisfactory 
eondition. I desire to complete the rec- 
ords and get the books of the office in 
proper shape as regards these returns,

DUE TO NORTHERN PACIFIC 


Morgan and* Rothschild Trying To 
Assist Operators—Corner Cost. 
Tendon Firms Millions. 


London, May 14.—According to present 
plans J. Pierpont Morgan will not go to 
America just now. . 

The situation on the stock exchange 
today was_the most remarkable known, 
as far as Americans were concerned. 
There was absolutely no trading, the ar- 
bitrage people not dealing, and quota- 
tions were entirely normal. 

The optimism with which yesterday's 
settlement of Northern Pacific was hailed 
disappeared in the general realization 
that it was only temporary. Steps are 
being taken to form an arbitration com- 
mittee “to relieve stock brokers of their 
difficulties in connection with the North- 
ern Pacific affairs. 

A representative of one of the largest 


houses said: 

‘“TInless the Morgans and Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. accept some such arbitration noth- 
ing can save the London market from a 
serious:smash. The temporary arrange- 
ment, it is believed, may overrun e 
next settlement, but not much longer. It 
is thought the arbitrators might set a‘ 
fiexed price. ‘hat would preyent serious’ 
failures and meet the views of Mr. Mor- 
gan and Kuhn, Loeb & Co.’”’ 

The Morgans, Rothchilds and one or 
two other houses readily advanced loans 
yesterday at 5 per cent in order to as- 
sist operators over the settlement. This 
action meets with approving comment in 
the financial articles of the morning pa- 
pers and is contrasted with the difficulty 
created by the policy of other banks and 
money lending institutions in withdraw- 
ing the usual facilities. 

“Tf the latter are anxious to cause @ 
panic,” says The Daily Telegraph, ‘‘they 
are going the right way to work.” 

It is now asserted that but for the ac- 
tion of the stock exchange committee for 
general purposés in suspending the buy- 
ing in rule, the whole of the arbitrage 
firms would have declared themselves 
bankrupt as the only way out of an im- 
possible situation. 

“This,’’ remarks The Daily Telegraph, 
‘‘would have been a deathblow to the 
American market in London, which, as 
it is, is hard hit, and the day of reckon- 
ing is still only; postponed.” 

It is estimated that the corner in 
Northern Patific cost the arbitrage deal- 
ers and the hears here millions.

When the depot was reached the platn- 
tiff and his friends went into the gate, 
but had proceeded only a few feet when 
two of the gate keepers rushed upon 
the plaintiff's friend, whose name was 
Ogden, and backed him up against the 
railing and demanded that he should 
leave the depot, claiming that he had 
come in without showing his ticket. 

It is further alleged@ that the plaintiff 
went up to the two gate keepers to ex- 
plain to them that Ogden did have a 
ticket, but before he had an opportunity 
to do so another guard or gate keeper by 
the name of Kirkpatrick seized a heavy 
stick, and rushing up to the side of the 
plaintiff, struck him several terrible blows 
unawares over his mouth, face and head.

The hearts of Many old veterans of the 
"0's wefe gladdened yesterday by re- 
ceiving from fair hands bronge crosses 
of honor, emblems of the heroism and 
courage with which tliey served their 
country for which they would have died 
had their deatlis been necessary. 

The hall of thé house of representa- 
tives was filled with confederate vet- 
erans and their friends. To the left of the 
entrance sat the veterans, the members 
of Atlanta camp having come in a body 
from their assembly room—the senate 
chamber. There were, too, members of 
Camp Walker. of Wheeler’s cavalry. and 
of camps of veterans of other counties. 
On the other side were seated the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy and their guests 
and visitors. 

The exercises began at 4 o'clock with 
music by Buchanan’s orchestra, The 
musical programme throughout was 
bfight and vivacious. particularly in the 
p> medley of national and sectional airg that 
followed Bishop Candler’s address. The 
one mistake the orchestra made was in 
injecting “‘Reuben” into the programme, 
as the veterans “were entering the hall. 
**Reuben’’ seems to pursue the veterans. 
It was heatd in the Memorial Day parade, 
and if the bands at Memphis are not post- 
ed in advance the thousands of gray- 
haired soldiers who gather there may 
have to do part of their reunion marching 
to the same ragtime strain.

The Speaker Introduced. 

Colonel Hemphill, in introducing Bishop 
Candler, said the confederate veterans 
were preparing to make another for- 
ward movement, They had done that 
forty years ago when they gathered and 
marched forward to the field of battle. 
Now they are old and gray and are pree 
paring to gather in reunion at Memphis 
wearing the decoratidns bestowed .upon 
them by the fairest daughters of the 

southiand. The veterans love these 
crosses, Colonel Hemphill said. He spoke 
of the recent presentation to German sol- 
diers of thousands of crosses by Em- 
peror William. 

“All over this southland,”’ began Colonel 
Hemphill, ‘‘the confederate veterans are 
getting ready for a forward moveme::t. 
Forty years ago they were doing the 
same thing. Then they were young and 
strong. They went with implements of 
war in their hands—going to the front to 
fight the battles of their country, under 
brave generals. Now they are old, and 
have in their hands the olive branches of 
peace. Accompanied by the fair daugh- 
ters of this southland, they will advance

“None but thore who have participated 
in these reunions know what they are. 
Friends who have not met since the war 
will meet and talk over the old times 
when they fought under the atars and 
bars.

I could 
tell of many affecting incidents that have 
Occurred at these reunions, but want of 
time forbids.

When I read this I took out’ my confed- 
erate cross of honor. It was not em- 
blazoned with jewels, it did not represent 
a succéssful cause or a victorious army. 
but it did represent a catise for which you 
and I would have died—some of us» did 
shed our blood. 

“It was not given-to me by the mailed 
hand of an emperor—it ¢ame from ths 
soft hand of a sweét southern woman, and 
I would rather have it than to have the 
victorious cross of Bngland—I would rath- 
er own it than to awn the legion of honor 
of France—I would rather wear it than to 
wear the eagle of Germany. 

“T am not here to make a speech; I 
have a strange duty to perform—t> intro- 
duce a gentienfan better known than my- 
self. When I leok upon him, as‘1 often do 
in the pulpit and on the street, when I 
see his short‘stature and his biz head, 
full of brains, with a lock of hair hanging 
over his noble forehead, I am reminded 
of Napoleon the first. I have remarked 
about him, and I say it this afternoon, 
that if Bishop Candler had been old 
enough to serve in the confederate war 
he would have been a leader of armies as 
he is now a leader of men. I take pleas- 
ure in presenting him to this audicnce.’’

Ffort on Foot To Turn Down 
Electrical Board’s Repo.

WAS FOR TEMPORARY WIRES 


‘Trolley Poles from Power 
House to Sections Within 
the Fire Limits of 
the City. 


There is a palpable effort on foot to 
shut off competition in electric lights and 
power by turning down the recommenda- 
tien of the board of electrical control 
that the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company be granted permission to string, 


ley wire poles from the new electric 
lighting power house, so as to give the 
necessary accommodation to those who 
are now clamoring for lights. 

This effort would make itself felt dur- 
ing the meeting of council, for the power 
company could not give te: seryice until 
council had sanctioned the recommen-~ 
dation of the board of electrical con- 
trol. It is generally understood that this 
effort is inspired by the company which 
for years has had a monopoly of the elec- 
tric linghting and power business of the 
city. When the matter comes up in 
council next week those members who 
have been the champions of competition 
in public untilities will be given an op- 
portunity to vote to give immediate com- 
petition in the way of electric lights and 


power. . 

When the board agreed to recommend 
this request favorably it was with the 
distinct understanding that all temporary 
wires should be down hy October 9th, at 
which time an ordinefice requiring that 
such be done becomes effective. The sys- 
tem was to be separate from the trolley 
car service. Signers of the petition as- 
serted that the matter wah urgent, as 
they had been told by the other company 
that if a contract was not signed the 
power would be cut off without delay. 

Representatives of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company said that to put up 
the temporary feeder wires would cost 
more money than they would get back, 
but thye were willing to undertake the 
work in order to give lights and power to 
those whe seemed anxious for them. It 
was stated further that the company 
expected to have its permanent lighting 
system in operation within three, months, 
and that this arrangement would be only 
temporary. 

It was not contemplated that the pow- 
er would be furnished from the trolley 
wires, but that the poles would be: used 
to carry the feeder wires from the power 
plant to certain sections of the city 
within the inner firé limits, There is an 
insurance law, it appears, which prohib- 
its connections ‘f#"h trolley wire feeders 
for electric lighting purposes. 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, as soon as it accepted the light 
franchise, asserted that it would be giv- 
ing competition in electric lights within 
ninety days after the acceptance of the 
grant. The recommendation of the board 
of control, if adopted by council, would 
mean the operation of competition at 
least two months ahead of the time al- 
ready set. Another meeting of the 
board of electrical control will be held 
this morning at 10 o’clock for the pur- 
pose of hearing from the representatives 
of the Georgia Electric Light Company 
cohcerning this recommendation which 
the board expects to send to council. The 
meeting was arranged at the request of 
the company, it having asked 
granted the privilege of being heard.

VAIN SELF-SACRIFICE, 
SAYS BISHOP CANDLER 


Before..the assembled veterans and 
Daughters of the Confederacy Bishop 
Warren A. Candler, in the hall of the 
house of representatives, yesterday deliv- 
ered one of the most stirring and pa- 
triotic addresses heard here in recent 
years. He spoke as follows: 


The occasion which calls us together today 
could scarcely be possible in any other land, 
Such occasions will not be possible in our 
own land a few years hence. The survivors 
of the memorable struggle for southern in- 
dependence are rapidly passing away. All of 
them will soon have passed beyond the 
hearing of our praise or blame. 

When they shall have gone there can 
no more like them. They and their cause 
sprang from a people who can never re- 
produced, and hence there can be no more 
armies like those hm which they served. The 
earth may run red with blood, but from the 
veins of neither the present nor future gener- 
ations can there flow ruddy currents warmed 
by such !mpulses as throbbed in the hearts 
of the men who followed Gordon and Johnston 
and Jackson and Lee to battle. 

The contest in which they were engaged was 
not a struggle for the perpetuation of African 
slavery. The majority of the southern people 
never owned slaves, Most of the soldiers of 
the confederacy went forth from homes in 
which a slave never served an hour. African 
slaves were brought to the American colonies 
in the ships of Old England and New Eng- 
land; no southern vessels ever brought them 
to these shores, Southern colonies, like Geor- 
gia for example, prohibited their importation, 
and the constitution’ of the southern confedera- 
jcy palpitating with the same spirit denounced 
and outlaw the slave trade. 

This greatest of modern wars was a contest 
over great principles, and on this account 
Such sectionalism as is implied in the terms 
‘‘north’’ and ‘‘south’’ differs from every other 
form of sectionalism among the American peo- 
ple. ‘‘East’’ and ‘‘west'’ suggest only com- 
mercial rivalries; but ‘‘north’’ and ‘‘south’’ 
raise images of great ideas struggling for the 
mastery in a strife as far above the bicker- 
ings of trade and the competitions of the 
market place as the eagle in his sunward 
flight soars above the groveling ground bird 
catching insects for its sustenance. 

Divergent, if not antagonistic, views of civil 
liberty were contended for in the convention 
which framed the federal constitution. The 
colonists shad. descended, however, too direct- 
ly from the champions of local self-government 
in. England, runk too deeply of the lib- 
erty-loving spirit of their English ancestors, 
and had sacrificed too much for freedom in 
the new world, to stirrender easily in the con- 
vention the independence which they had won 
with difficulty on the field. Hence ‘the ad- 
vocates of states’ rights in that historic bddy 
outnumbered and overcame the members who 
desired a centralized government. Concessions 
and compromises on minor points were made 
to secure harmonious action; but the para- 
mount issue of the sovereignty of the states 
was never for a moment compromised. If the 
provisions of the constitution had encroached 
on the sovereignty of the states no adoption 
and ratification would have been impossible. 
This fact is put “beyond all. dispute when it is 
remembered that New York, Rhode Island and 
Virginia complied with their ratifications of 
jt, the assertion of the right of secession, and 
yet the validity of their ratifying acts has 
never been denfed or even questioned. At a 
later -date Texas was admitted to the unton 
on the same terms without objection to them. 
Moreover at every«national election for the 
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not prolific of heretics, nor the southern states 
productive of agitators of ‘‘the higher law.’’ 

‘ therefore, such men as Mr. Sumner 
and Mr. Seward denounced in the senate of 
the United States the decision of the supreme 


> court, and when immediately following these 


denunciations, a national party elected a pres- 
ident on a platform which declared that the 
judgments of this highest tribunal of the na- 
tion were not binding on the country, the 
southern people justly said, ‘‘Since the con- 
stitution, which created the union, is set at 
naught, the union which it created fs violated 
and the liberty of the citizen can only be pre- 
served by maintaining the reserved- rights of 
the states.’’ They resorted to the argument 
of force because the party which had seized 
the government declared it was no longer 
open to force of argument, 

The southern states seceded not because the 
union was not dear to them, but because the 
union of the constitution was despised and 
rejected by their federal associates. Just be- 
cause the south loved the union, and held 
dear the rights which the constitution of the 
union guaranteed, the sons of the south went 
forth to battle. Every ancestral tradition and 
every national memory impelled them to eén- 
ter the bloody combat of the fleld when their 
enemies trampled under foot the bloodless 
victories of the forum. Putnam and Greene 
and Washington in 1776 made it absolutely 
certain that Gordon and Jackson and Lee 
would come in 1861. In truth the armies of 
the revolutionary war had no such successors 
as the armies of the confederacy, nor could 
they ever have, The issues involved and. the 
men engaged were wonderfully alike, 

Lee, like Washington, commanded almost no 
conscripts, and absolutely no mercenaries, The 
troops af both were of the flower of the coun- 
try. If overcome by superior numbers and 
made prisoners of war, all of them could speak 
English to their captors. If slain in battle, 
they were buried beneath the sod of their 
native land with the English Bible on their 
bosoms and the Anglo-Saxon love of liberty 
graven on their hearts, 

Washington and Lee were both men of pray- 
er and both commanded men of faith and not 
soldiers of fortune. It was not, accidental co- 
incidence that the proper observance of the 
Sabbath in the continental.army was enjoined 
by Washington’s order and that Lee and Jack- 
son worshiped with their men, about the camp 
fire, the God of their fathers. It was the per- 
sistence from sires to sons of the undying 
moral, life and imperishable religious princi- 
ples. The chivalry of the Crusaders and the 
psalms of Cromwell's Ironsides were not more 
natural nor more sublime, 

Said I not truly then, that there can be no 
more troops Mike those who are represented 
by the surviving veterans whom we honor to- 
day? As we grasp the hand of each of them 
we ma say as David said of Golfath’s sword, 
‘“'There is no more like that; give it me.’’ 

And surely it is in order to say a word of 
cheer to these men before they go hence and 
be no more. Let me, therefore, say to them 
what the inaudible utterance of this occas- 
ion declares: Veterans, you and* your com- 
rades did not suffer in vain. , You are entitied 
to thie assurance, Truth confirms it; future 
will vindicate’ it. By these words 
is not meant to reassert the right of secession, 
nor to intimate the hore of a new confederacy. 
Those issues are settled, and for one I am 
giad th have been finally adjudicated. 

But while secession will never agair be 
resorted to as a remedy for wrongs inflicted 

n a soverel ‘state, and while no second 
eontederacy of southern states will ever 

in arise, thé ultimate ends at which you 
planed in a great measure have been accom- 
plished and will yet be more fully achieved. 

No state will ever again secede, but neither 
will local self-government ever again be so 
ruthlessiv invaded. Men of all parties and of 
all shades of opinion are coming to see that 
he who tramples on a state maims the union; 
that he who would dim the light of one of the 
stars would diminish the glory of the whole 
constellation. 

The on-going of that Providence, - which 
sooner or later rights every wrong and avenges 
every injustice, is making it more and more 
manifest that the strength and perpetuity of 
the union are dependent upon the free- 
dom and wer of the states that compose it. 
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well being of the union that the south should 
remain solid for a good while to come. 

It is commonly said that the “‘race problem 
solidifies the south. In a political sense, and 
to a certain extent this prevalent view is 
doubtless correct. But in a much higher 
sense and in a far greater degree the south 
is solidified not by the pressure of an exigent 
situation but by the power of glorious mem- 
ories and an epic history. The. people of the 
south, more than the people of any other sec- 
tion of our country, @re one in heart and 
action. A common ancestry, common faith, 
common customs, common joys and common 
sorrows bind us together as a great family. 
The blood of our slain on a thousand fields 
is the cement which holds the living together 
in bonds too dear’to be easily forgotten or 
heedlessly broken. You veterans are holy 
ligaments, still strong though worn with years 
and fretted with infirmities, which bind us to 
our fathers“and to each other. And I repeat 
it, the union requires that thé south remain 
solid. Our country is filling to oventlowing 
with the men of various races, divers tongues 
and conflicting traditions. If at last they 
shall all be fused into one homogeneous, har- 
monious Americanism, all will be well. Other- 
wise they will pul] down the very refuge of 
liberty in which they have taken shelter. The 
solid south with its .heroic conservatism is 
required that this process of fusing be ac- 
complished without the loss of the true Amer- 
ican type. ‘These uncommercial sentimental- 
iste under southern skies must preserve their 
traditions snd stand together lest the Amer- 
ican birthright be bartered away for some 
imaginary game a of temporary success or 
for profitable expedtent of fleeting policy. Some 
section of this great country must remain as 
the home of fixed principles, or this great na- 
tion,; allured by the delusions: of greed or 
begulled by seductions. vf ambition, will go to 
wreck as many nations have thus gone to ruin 
before .t. Let the south be this home of immu- 
table truth. Where else can be found a better 
home for such a sacred deposit than in the 
land where the people still believe the Bible 
is the word of God and that unconstitutional 
acts are really unlawful? Where, if not here, 
where men ,bled and died for this simple faith, 
shal} religion find “a resting place or constitu- 
tional freedom a refuge? 

The heroism incarnated by you, veterans, and 
by your fallen comrades, refreshes our confi- 
dence in humanity ard revives our faith in the 
feasibility of civic righteousness. 
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triotism to fresh endeavor. 

For observing our memorial days the south- 
ern people are sometinies upbraided by parti- 
sans whose heated passions have consumed 
their powers of cleat thought, and who mis- 
take the blaze. of hate for the glow of patriot- 
ism. But surely every thoughtful] patriot 
must percefve that it is best for this country— 
for the’ whole country~that we continue to 
revere the memory of the men who died for 
their convictions and ours. When the south 
turns away regen rs from the humble 
mounds beneath which her devoted sons are 
sleepiug, her living children wil] have learned 
the degrading lesson’ that to e for . one’s 
country, to die for one’s principles is at best 
a blunder tv be forgotten and not an act of 
courage to be honored: forever. How could any 
reliance be placed at a time of national peril 
upon a people grewn to be so base? 

The hation was thrilled at the outset of the 
Spanish-American war by the sight of south- 
ern youths, and even southern veterans spring- 
ing forward for the defense of the flag of our 
common country. Such a sight would have 
been impossible if confederate memories had 
been despised and confederate history spit 
upon during all the years since | 865. Visions 
of heroic sires inflamed the courage of gallant 
sons. Men who since the war between the states 
struggled through orphanage and poverty in- 
flicted by federal arms looked on faded gray 
jackets pierced by minie balls, gazed or 
dented swords and rusted muskets, and were 
fired to patriotism by those holy relics of il- 
lustrious fathers. They dared not. be less 
than brave men in the presence of such sacred 
treasures. TRe graves of confederate dead 
never neglected by southern women, are the 
best fortifications of the federal union. in the 
south. The inspiration which these mounds 
yield is one of the most efiduring and invincj. 
ble defenses of our national government. In 
sacred history we read of how after the 
rophet Elisha had died and had been buried 
is sepulther was opened to receive the body 
of a dead Moabite, and that when the man 
was let Jown and touched the bones of the 
a ge he revived and stood on his feet, 
lar virtue lingers in the graves of our con-

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


~ New York,’ May !4.—The inherent weakness 
of the stock market after last week's severe 
shock of confidence became obvious today, 
and some violent declines were caused by a 


comparatively light voluthe of liquidation. The 


weakness was partly cue to the natural re- 
bound after the panic had expended itself. 
The factors which caused that rebound were 
‘elements of weakness at the higher level of 
jprices. The profes-ional operators, for in- 


‘stocks that were sacrificed. at the low level 
on Thursday were very willing to sell and 
take profits when they perceived that the re- 
bound had about reached its limits. There 
Was another class—that of the insiders and 
friends of various sfocks who’ bought heavily 
on Thursday to support their favorites in or- 
der to protect their values as far as possible. 
This class was anxious to lighten its hold- 
ings when the panic was checked and took 
advantage of the high level of prices. There 
was a large amount of belated liquidation also 
in today’s market on the part of capitalists 
and operators who were strong enough to hold 
through the panic and save:their property from 
absolute sacrifice, but who were bent on liqui- 
dation. The Saturday holiday was taken ad- 
vantage of all through the Wall street dis- 
trict to bring up accounts to date, and the 
weak condition disclosed in many cases prompt- 
ed the closing out of these accounts. This fac- 
tor would have had more influence yesterday 
had it not been for the encouraging effect of 
the favorable outcome of the London settle- 
ment. The bears also resumed their aggres- 
sive mood today and not only offered prices 
down to take the market away from those 
seeking to liquidate, but were circulating 
alarmist rumors of the further consequences 
to ensue from the conflict in Northern Pacific. 
It was observed with apprehension, as indi- 
cating a possible spread of hosttle tactics to 
a general stock market warfare, that brokers 
usually supposed to be employed by Standard 
Oil interests were sellers of so-called Morgan 
stocks while the supposed Morgan brokers 
were in evidence when the stocks in the 
southwestern group began to give way. This 
might easily have been a bear maneuver, but 
it was effective in sending prices downward. 
There were whispers about the exchange of 
a new element of disturbance in the Union Pa- 
cific situation. That stock was most prom- 
inent*in the market today, and its violent 
break after a brief period of strength was 
an effective influence in unsettling the whole 
market. The selling was seemingly for the 
account of insiders, judging from the agents 
employed in executing orders, and very large 
se) ‘ng orders in this and in other western 
railroad stocks came from that portion of the 
country through Chicago. Boston was also 
active on the selling side. With the obvious 
tendency—of the market to yield, the. investment 
buying which has been more less in evidence 
for the last day or two was largely withdrawn 
in the hope of: getting stocks later at lower 
prices. It was the prevalent belief in the mar- 
ket also that the powerful operators, includ- 
ing the most conspicuous one of the group, 
who were so long foremost in the bull market, 
had turned to the bear side and were selling 
freely. Whatever the causes at work, it .was 
clear that the buying demand for stocks had 
tallen to insignificant proportions, and the 
liquidation, even of cémparatively light lines, 
caused sudden and rapid melting away of 
values.
